Washington.—That there is a steady 
tendency toward more liberal con¬ 
struction of the Chinese exclusion law 
is shown in the report of the Bureau 
of Immigration for October. The 
number of Chinese admitted last 
month was 203, against 108 in Octo¬ 
ber last year. The number deported 
last month was sixteen, against forty- 
six in the same month last year. Last 
month 200 Chiuese were admitted at 
! San Francisco and seven deported, 

, while in October last year 124 were 
I admitted and thirty-four deported 
through that port. 

It is noticeable that very few appli- 
; cations are made for entry under 
| “section 6 certificates,” which cover 
! exempt Chinese. If hundreds of high¬ 
-class Chinese were anxious to come to 
the United States, but refrained to 
apply for admission for fear of humil¬ 
iating treatment, as declared by Chi¬ 
nese officials, it is evident that they 
’ have changed their minds. Under the 
l present order of things such Chinese 
j could enter the United States with 
| absolute freedom, yet they fail to 
present themselves. Officers of the 
i Bureau of Immigration declare that 
I this fact completely exposes the falsi- 
■ ty of the allegations made by the Chi- 
( nese Minister and others that high 
i class Chiuese were badly treated by 
{the immigration inspectors. 

Hueler Left Large Estate. 

-- 

. San Jose.—An inventory and ap- 
1 praisemeut of the estate of the late 
(Gustave Hueter, who was killed by 
his wife at his Alma home three 
months ago, has been made by J. C. 
Crundell, Gus Leon and James W. 
Findlay and tiled with the clerk of 
the Superior Court. The estate, 
which is the property of the widow, 
Mrs. Kate A. Hueter, the administra¬ 
trix, consists of real property valued 
at $122,000 and personal property val¬ 
ued at $21,240. Mrs. Hueter it will 
be remembered shot her husband, 
claiming that while he was insanely 
jealous of her he was about to end 
her life. 

Condemn’s “Lead Kindly Light.” 

Chicago. — “Lead, Kindly Light,” 
President McKinley’s favorite hymn, 
was declared to be unlit as a song of 
praise and worship of God by Rev. VV. 
A. Patterson of Princeton, Ind., in an 
address at the United Presbyterian 
Psalmody Convention. Rev. Mr. 
Patterson criticized the song when 
used as a church hymn in the wor¬ 
shiping of God and offered as a sub- 
stiute the forty-third psalm. “The 
song ‘Lead, Kindly Light,’ he said, 
“may mean anything that any man 
chooses to make it mean, be he Chris¬ 
tian, atheist or Buddhist.” 

Mistaken for Deer and Killed. 

Tacoma.—Mistaken for deer, O. A. 
t Curtis of Buckley, one of a party of 
I four hunters, was shot and killed near 
Buckley by Matt Devine, another 
member of the same party. The men 
were in the woods deer hunting. De 
vine saw something move in the dis¬ 
tance and, thinking it was a deer, 
raised bis guu and tired. The sup¬ 
posed deer was Curtis. Devine’s aim 
was only too true, and as a result 
| Curtis lies dead in the woods. He 
was shot through the body.

Ventura.—The jury in tho case of 
j Frank Mears, charged with the mur¬ 
der of his brother, John Mears, ren¬ 
dered a verdict of not guilty. The 
jury was out au hour. The case cre¬ 
ated unusual interest throughout the 
county. Joseph N. Mears was killed 
at the Mears ranch, near Santa Paula, 
on September 7th. Frank Mears ad¬ 
mitted the deed, but claimed it was 
accidental. 

Minister Griscom Is Coming Back. 

Tokio.—The American Minister, 
Lloyd C. Griscom, will leave Tokio 
Sunday next for America. During 
his absence Huntington Wilson, secre¬ 
tary of the legation, will act as charge 
d’affaires. 


Tokio.—The Japanese press is jubi¬ 
lant over the successful conclusion of 
the new convention with Corea where- 
! by Japan’s suzerainty is formally and 
firmly established over Corea. 

Henceforth all the foreign relations 
of Corea will be managed at Tokio. 

Seoul.—The conference of nearly a 
i week between the Japanese envoys, 
headed by Marquis lto and Hie Co- 
rean Cabinet, ended Saturday, and 
was followed the next morning by a 
nine hours’ sitting at the palace with 
{the Emperor. 

At the beginning of Saturday’s ses¬ 
sion Baron llayashi declared his de¬ 
termination not to withdraw until the 
i four demands by Marquis MBrqms lto 
were signed. The suspense was ended 
severnl hours later when the Cabinet, 
with the exception of the Minister of 
Agriculture aud Minister of Foreign 
1 Affairs Pakchisuu, having yielded, 
sent for the impelial seals and signed 
the desired agreement. The four 
Japanese demands were as follows: 

First—The appointment of a Japa¬ 
nese administrator to govern Corea 
under the Emperor. 

Second—Tiie appointment, of Japa 
uese administrators at all treaty ports. 

Third—The transfer of Corean dip¬ 
lomatic affairs to Tokio. 

Fourth—No arrangement to lie made 
with other poweis without the con¬ 
sent of Japan. 

Three thousand Japanese soldiers 
maintained a demount! at ion on the 
esplanades before the old palace. 
Japanese troops patrolled the streets. 
The Emperor’s palace was also sur¬ 
rounded by troops, and Japanese sol¬ 
diers and police were lodged in the 
grounds of tiie palace. 

Minister Pakchisun continued to 
hold out with the Emperor against 
the action of the Japanese. 

Minister Pakchisuu, in leading the 
opposition against the signing of the 
demunds of Marquis lto, adjured the 
Emperor with the most powerful ar 
gument possible to a superstitious be 
■lighted sovereign, uamely that his 
consent, would affront and outrage hII 
the spirits of his imperial ancestois. 

The conference between Baron Ha- 
yasffi ami the CoreBii Cabinet, which 
led to au agreement, was held at the 
Japanese Legation, and was so violent 
as to attract attention on adjacent 
stieets. It resulted in Pakchisun ami 
tho Minister of Agriculture dramatic 
ally denouncing the proceedings and 
withdrawing to the palace, where they 
secluded themselves with the Eui 
i peror. 

The Emperor then ordered that the 
Ministers who consented to tho Japa¬ 
nese demands tie assassinated. After 
the signatures and seals were attached 
the Japanese military paraded through 
the city. 

Baron llayashi, after securing the 
consent of the majority of the Cabi¬ 
net, went from the legation to the 
palace, where he attempted to con¬ 
vince the Emperor and the two re¬ 
maining Ministers of the justice of 
liis mission, but failed. He then se- 
! cured the seals through the other 
i Ministers. 

It is reported that substantial sums 
of money were used for the purpose 
of satisfying the Ministers who con¬ 
sented to the Japanese demands. 

About :50,000 Japanese soldiers, bil 
leted on the people or in barracks, i 
, are at the service of the Japanese, but 1 
[ no disturbances are expected. 

Rumors of Plot in Cuba. 

Havana.—Rumors of anti-Govern- ! 
ment plots have been renewed, and 
the names of more or less prominent.! 
Radicals are being connected wit h; 
thorn. The officials of the Govern- | 
ment display no apprehension, but 1 
minor precautionary measures have 
| been taken. 

Ealal Row Among Japanese. 

Folsom.—During a row which oc¬ 
curred between Japanese employes of. 
the Natoma Vineyard weapons were 
drawn and as a result a Japanese 
woman was shot and instantly killed 
and one of the men received a bullet 
in the neck. The man will die. 


Washington.—An estimate of $1G,- j 
000,000 for continuing work on the, 
Pauamtt Canal has been sent to the 
Treasury Department from the War 
Department, to be sent to Congress. ■ 

The estimate of $10,000,000 is for 
expenditure up to aud including tho 
Hseal year ending June 30, 11X17. A 
part of this money will lie necessary 
ht, once and an emergency appropria¬ 
tion will be asked as soon as Congress 
convenes, in order that the work may 
• proceed. 

it is stated at the offices of the! 
i Commission that unless money is pro¬ 
vided as soon as Congress convenes 
■ all work must, cease. The estimate is 
! made without regard to tiie proposal 
{ to issue bonds. 

Advocates of a lock canal have not 
1 yet despaired of securing the con¬ 
struction of such a canal, notwith¬ 
standing the fact that the consulting 
| engineers have decided in favor of a 
sea-level canal. It is pointed out that 
tiie final decision rests with the Presi¬ 
dent and that, tiie matter of time aud 
expense will be considered by liini 
very carefully. It is also known that ; 
the President is anxious to have the 
work completed at, an early date and 
for that reason he is believed to favor 
a lock canal. A strong minority re 
port in favor of a look canal will be 1 
made by tbe live engineers who dis¬ 
agreed with the majority. 

Jt is conceded by the advocates of a 
sea-level canal that to construct such 
h waterway will cost, much more 
(money and time than to build a look 
canal. It is known that in the mind 
: ot the President these are vital ele¬ 
ments. It is hiB desire, expressed to 
some of those who have discussed tiie 
subject with him, tliut the canal 
should be built as expeditiously as 
necessary to provide u practicable 
waterway. He hiiH indicated to some 
: of those to whom he has talked that 
; he favors a lock canal, but he is de- 
j termined fully that the subject shall 
he considered thoroughly from all 
j points of view before a final decision 
' is reached. 

Imporlanl Victory for Organized Labor 

' Chicago.—The management of tiie 
: Burlington Railroad, after twenty 
years of opposition, has recognized 
i the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi 
neers and has signed the Hrst wage 
scale with tiiat organization since tiie 
great, strike of tiie engineers on tiie 
Burlington in 1885. Heretofore all 
wage schedules have been promulgat- 
; ed over tiie signatures of the railroad 
managers, the brotherhood having no 
j option in the matter ot acceptance, 
j This time the schedule was signed by 
: tiie officers and by tiie members of 
the general committee of the brother¬ 
hood after a three weeks’ conference. 
Several months ago word was sent 
j forth that the engineers employed by 
j the Burlington could openly join tiie 
. brotherhood if they so desired. Sinco 
that time fully 70 per cent of them 
have become members of the organi¬ 
zation.

Severe Gales Along Mexican Coasl. 

■ 

Mexico City.— Severe gales along 
the Pacitlc Coast of Mexico iiave 
i caused great damage to many of the 
| cities aud small towns, according to 
reports received by the meteorological 
| department of tbe Government. High 
seas swept inland, destroying proper- { 
ty at Manzanillo, Mazatlan Sun Bias 
and a number of smaller places. The 
town of Quelite, in the state of Sina¬ 
loa, was flooded and many buildings 
; destroyed. A number of lives were 
i lost. 

Big.Eire in Iowa Town. 

Des Moines, Iowa.—Fire completely 
wiped out the business portion of the 
town of Woodburn, Clark county, 
causing a loss of $130,(XX). Every 
brick building in the town was de¬ 
stroyed. 

Calabria Again Visited by Earlhquake. 

Naples.—Another earthquake oc¬ 
curred in Calabria at Monteleone and 
Pizzo. It lasted about eight seconds. 
The population was panic-stricken 
and many bouses were damaged.

Ella Wheeler Wilcox, who writes 
some good things sometimes, lias a 
1 poem on two kinds of people—those 
who life and those who lean. She says 
there are twenty leaners where there 
is onew ho lifts. She Is right In ev¬ 
ery household there is some one who 
is the main dependence. That one goes 
ahead with the work, carries the bur¬ 
den and the worry, while the others 
lean. Usually it is the mother—more's 
j the pity—who does the lifting. In 
I every business it is so. One takes the 
intiatlve, does the planning. He seems 
cut out for bis task of leadership and 
voluntarily assumes it. The others 
depend on him. It is so much easier 
to follow than to lead. In the church 
a very few do the work and make the 
sacrifices of Grne and energy. The 
others lean on the leaders. The same 
thing is true in State legislatures, in 
Congress. A very few men do the real 
work of legislation. The others limply 
mark time. They lean on the strong 
spirits. Are you lifting or learning? 
There Is a lot of work to do In the 
world—not merely big tasks—common, 
every-day work. And some do mors 
than their share because so many 
shirk. There are tired, over-wrought 
souls who break under the strain be¬ 
cause so many lean upon them. Is 
there some willing inuti near you who 
is lifting more than ills share of the 
load? Roll up your sleeves and give 
him a lift. Is there some tired, worn, 
nervous woman upon whom—for 
shame!—you have loaned too long? 
Turn in and help the overtazevd brave 
one. Quit leaning. Lift!

President Roosevelt is mapping out 
a lot of work to occupy the attention 
of Congress when it next ussembles. 
Questions that are of great moment to 
the business world and the public in 
general are to be placed squarely be¬ 
fore the legislators for action. The 
President’s attitude on the railway 
rate question has not been modified 
since he first directed attention to the 
manifest evil that has grown up un¬ 
der the insidious system of rebates. 
Mr. Roosevelt strikes the keynote 
when he says the highways must be 
kept open to all on equal terms. The 
abuses of the private car line and the 
private terminal track and private 
side switch system must be stopped, 
the President says. There is little 
doubt that the majority of the people 
echo ills sentiments in this regard. If 
the President has his way, power to 
revise and regulate rates will be in¬ 
vested in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Another measure of 
great importance that will be recom¬ 
mended by the President is a bill to 
prevent bribery and other forms of 
corruption in Federal elections. State 
courts have showed in a lamentable 
number of Instances that they are not 
beyond the baneful influence of ward 
leaders, nnd nttempts to punish vio¬ 
lators of the sanctity of the ballot box 
have lgnominiously failed. The ab¬ 
solute purification of polities probably 
will ever remain an iridescent dream, 
but there is little doubt that a Fed¬ 
eral statute, asking the trial of offend¬ 
ers against the ballot out of the con¬ 
trol of State courts, would be a long 
step forward in a commendable ef¬ 
fort to free the ballot box of fraud. 
Federal control of insurance is another 
question that will be discussed in the 
President’s message. The disclosures 
that are being made in the investiga¬ 
tion in New York have aroused a 
storm of indignant protest from policy 
holders who demand that their inter¬ 
ests shall be protected and safeguard¬ 
ed by Federal control. 


A CLEVER SCHEME 

■ow the Japanese Correspondents 
Sent Their Dispatches. 

“There are not many people who 
can get ahead of a telegraph eoin- 
1 pany,” said a correspondent who lias

, Portsmouth, according to the Wash- 
! ington Star, “but I suspect that the 
; Japanese correspondents managed it 
during the peace conference. You 
know that cable rates to Japan ire 
pretty heavy and there was as much 
as $1.23 a word paid on some of the 
urgent messages, while about 5S cents 
was tiie lowest press rate. The corre¬ 
spondents were sending a lot of mat- j 
ter and of course the Japanese mes- t 
sages had to be translated in a way be- I 
fore they could be sent. The Morse j Ij 
code can’t cope with the 57,000 ideo- j j 
graphs that the Jap language is made I u 
up of, so the Jap correspondents used 1 j 
to write the messages phonetically in 1 
English characters and send tiioir mes- | 
sages in that way. They were road off \ 
and transferred to Japanese type in * 
Tokyo. Of course, the telegraph com¬ 
pany could not read them, and as the 
limit in size for a cable word is fifteen 
letters, the Japs used to divide their 
messages up regularly into English let¬ 
ters in blocks of fifteen. No word was 
ever longer or shorter than fifteen let- 1 
tors, and the cable company had to ( 
take it that way and stand for it. 1 

The chief operator used to kick and 1 
complain occasionally, but he could 2 

not go back of the explanation that j 
each of the fifteen-letter groups was a f 
Japanese word spelled phonetically. * 

But he swore Japanese was the most r 
queerly regular language lie ever saw. c 
Of course the cable bills were pretty 1 
high at that. 1 

“But the cable company probably c 

made less out of tiie Japanese than l 
they did out of any of the other corre- * 
spondents. The Russian alphabet is e 

made up of non-English letters, but it — 
can be sent in Morse, and there are 
some operators who could do it, 
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® Imbued with the idea that the conquest of the 
North I’ole can only be accomplished by explorers 
who have become acclimated to the rigors of the 
Arctic winter and who have had long practice with 
the management of dog sledges, a party of hardy 
ones in Dawson City, the metropolis of the Yukon 
district, have given an appreciative ear to the project 
of I)r. Antony Yaricle, a Frenchman at present a 
resident of Dawson, who is said to be an inventor 
and an ardent student of polar research. 

His plans as described to a meeting of citizens of 
Dawson recently, do not lack novelty, and it is re¬ 
ported that General Greely, who lias been in the 
Arctics himself on a memorable expedition, has de¬ 
clared tiie scheme is well founded.

It is the contention of the new North 
Pole seekers that the expeditions of all former polar explorers or Pole seek¬ 
ers have been conducted on anything but lines that would be approved by 
the northern travelers of experience. Yukoners found many weak points 
in the methods of travel, equipment and composition of nearly every polar 
expedition of the past.

The new Anglo-Japancse treaty 
differs from the earlier treaty in 
several important particulars.

Besieged by Lions. 

From Mount Darwin, in Rhodesia, 
South Africa, comes this complaint by 
a settler under date of July 1: "I did 
not think it anything very extraordi¬ 
nary when l was camped on the Riua, 
near the Portuguese boundary, with 
TOO hoys, that a lion should come out 
one night and carry off one of them 
and that three other lions should make 
several attempts to get into the camp. 
There, of course, was no civilization, 
but here in Darwin, with our white 
population and buildings, it Is aston¬ 
ishing how daring the lions are. On 
the 26th of last month a lion came into 
the camp and took one of four boys. 
The others gave the alarm, and though 
the black watch tired several shots the 
lion did not drop the body. Two nights 
afterward they came again, but con¬ 
tented themselves by carrying a bag 
of mealies about twenty-five yards and 
pulling over some others. The same 
night they took a pointer dog from 
Darwin's store. At Warberton’s store 
one lion put ids paw through the win¬ 
dow and tore down the mosquito net¬ 
ting over the lied. 

“On the night of 2fid ult. five of the 
police watched at Warberton’s store 
and had a goat tied to a heavy ladder 
for bait. Shota were fired at a lioness 
that came in sight. She, however, 
lurned and ran a sho-t distance, then, 
facing round, saw the goat and with a 
lighting bound landed on it. Two 
sliots were then fired at her, but with¬ 
out effect, it being too dark to take 
aim. The lioness seized the goat and 
dragged it about 200 yards. She re¬ 
turned about two hours afterward and 
must have seen Trooper Wilson’s eyes 
watching her, for she came madly at 
the hut where lie was. He, however, 
got in a lucky shot, for she fell, giving 
terrific roars. She then cleared, roar¬ 
ing all the time anil tearing up the 
ground in her fury as she went.

Hindii’i Call It “lima” and Believe that 
ft Carries Royal Power, 

While British troops and the recol¬ 
lection of British prowess are potent 
factors in the subjugation of India, It 
is a strange fact—and one not gener¬ 
ally known—that Hindu fatalism and 
a Jeweled bird have much to do with 
holding the millions of tlie Indus.

TWO SUICIDES AND THREE INQUESTS 
WITHIN 24 HOURS. 

On Thursday evening, before com¬ 
pleting the report of proceedings in 
the inquest upon the Japanese,Acting 
Coroner Cunuiugham received notice 
that the body of a dead man had been 
found oil the Uuadaloupe Dairy 
ranch. On Friday morning an in¬ 
quest was held upon the lutter body. 
A poll tax receipt dated Sacramento 
county. June 1905, found in the pock¬ 
et of tbs dead man, showed his name 
as John Peterson. There were no 
otter effects and no other clue as to 
his identity, it was evident from his 
blistered lips and a burn on his chin 
that the deceased had died from the 
effects of carbolic acid. The verdict 
was suicide. _ 

On Thursday of last week, about 4 
o’clock p. m., Justice of the Peace 
and Acting Coroner E. E. Cunning¬ 
ham was notified that a Japanese had 
been found hanging and dead on the 
Joe Largomarsino ranch near Colma. 
An inquest was held at Colma Thurs¬ 
day evening, which disclosed the fact 
that the deceased was a Japanese 
named Cboknsa Kawashima, aged 28 
years. An envelope found in the 
pocket of the dead nqan was addressed 
to “T. Kawashima, 2485 Mission Sti, 
Sen Francisco, and was postmarked 


“Vacaville, Cal., November 13, 1905.’’ 

About 11:30 a. in. of Thursday, 
George Largomarsino saw the Jap in 
the road near the windmill on the 
Largomarsino ranch. The Jap in very 
broken English asked if there were 
any of his countrymen in that neigh¬ 
borhood, and seemed dispirited. 
About 3:30 p. m. of same day young 
Largomarsino returned to the wind¬ 
mill to oil some bearing and found 
the Jap with a rope about his neck 
hanging from a crossbar of the wind¬ 
mill frame. A pocket memorandum 
book, a passport issued at Tokio, Ja¬ 
pan, in 1900 and a small key were the 
only effects found upon the deceased. 

Before the inquest was concluded 
on Peterson word came from Colma 
that John O’Brien, an old-time resi¬ 
dent on Mission road above the cours¬ 
ing park, had been found dead in his 
chair in his home. The old man lived 
alone and died alone in his chair some 
time in the night of November 10th. 
His aged wife hud heen living for 
some time with a married daughter in 
San Francisco. Death in the latter 
case was in all probability due to old 
age and general debility. The verdict 
of the coroner’s jury was to that 
effect. The deceased was a native of 
Ireland, aged 78 years. 

SLOT MACHINES 

AND DOG RACING 

Supervisors Suppress Colma Coursing 
Park and Lay Over Slot Machines 
for Further Action. 

Last Monday the Supervisors meet¬ 
ing was attended by a delegation from 
the Grand Jury who presented the 
Board with a draft of an ordinance 
which they desired to have adopted 
and which was designed to suppress 
the nickel-in the-slot machines. 

Walter Knight, the foreman of the 
Grand Jury, acting as spokesman, 
stated the members had taken a vote 
on the question and were unanimous¬ 
ly in favor of abolishing the ma¬ 
chines. He said the Grand Jury had 
requested the District Attorney to 
draft an ordinance, and handed to 
tho Clerk a copy of the proposed or¬ 
dinance. He said similar demands 
would be made of the City Trustees 
of Redwood City and San Mateo. 

W. C. Alt Sr. of San Mateo and 
John McCormick of Pescadero, mem¬ 
bers of the Grand Jury, also address¬ 
ed the Board in support of the meas¬ 
ure. 

The draft of the ordinance present¬ 
ed by -Mr. Knight is in substance as 
follows: 

“Any person, Arm or corporation 
who owns or has in his possession, for 
the purpose of operating, or operates, 
or permits to he operated on premises 
owned by him or under lus control, 
or rents, or hires, or exposes to pub¬ 
lic use, any slut, machine or other au¬ 
tomatic gambling device is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding 8500 or by im¬ 
prisonment not exceeding six months, 
or by both such fine and imprison¬ 
ment, and every such machine and 
device exposed to public use may be 
seized and held as evidence, and in 
addition to the usual penalty such 
machine or device shall after convic¬ 
tion of such person and when no long¬ 
er required as evidence he destroyed 
by the officer having the custody 
thereof. This ordinance shall not ap¬ 
ply to automatic devices used solely 
for the sale of merchandise which 
have in their operation no element of 
chance. ” 

On motion of Supervisor Debene- 
detti the suggestions of the Grand 
Jury were placed on file, to he acted 
upon at some future time. 

COURSING PARK SUPPRESSED. 

An ordinance was introduced mul 
adopted which puts an end to the dog 
races at the Union Coursing Park, at 
Colma, and makes the further con¬ 
duct of such business in any part of 
the county a misdemeanor. The or¬ 
dinance prohibits the making of bets 
or wagers on contests of speed or en¬ 
durance with dogs chasing flares, pun¬ 
ishable by a heavy fine or imprison¬ 
ment, or both, and imposes other re¬ 
strictions which knocks the props 
from beneath the most profitable en¬ 
terprise of tho Union Coursing Park 
people—to the promoters only. Tho 
law will go into effect in fifteen days, 
and there will be hut one more Holi¬ 
day of torture for the hares at the 
Union Park. 

Supervisor MacBain moved the 
adoption of the ordinance, and it was 
carried by the votes of all the moni- 
i hers. 

Mr. MacBain said, after the result 
was announced, it was one of the best 
acts ever done by the Board of Super¬ 
visors. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

The El Cerrito sanitary election re¬ 
turns were canvassed and a resolution 
was adopted declaring the election to 
have heen legally held and the officers 
regularly elected. There were ten 
votes cast for the formation of the 
district and oue against. 

Percy R. Weeks and others petit ion - 
] ed for the continuation of the La 
Honda road at San Gregorio westward 
across the county road and through 
theJ. W. Packard property to the 
j proposed depot site of the Ocean 
Shore line. The distance is about 
half a mile. 

Another petition was presented for 
a second road which will extend be¬ 
yond the depot site to the beach. 
Mrs. Driver, through whose lands the 
' last referred to road will run was rep¬ 
resented by Judge Fitzpatrick, who 
informed the Board that while she 
would not oppose the opeuiug of the 
: road to the depot site she would con- 
i test the attempt to extend it to the 
beach. 

B. Hayward of Pescadero spoke of 
the need of the road going to the 
beach. Thought it should be consid¬ 
ered as a matter of public necessity. 
He asked that the subject go over un¬ 
til December 18th in order that the 
petitioners may appear in a body, and 
the order was made. 

Resolutions asking the Board to re¬ 
fuse the dedicating of the streets in 
Burlingame Subdivisions Nos. 3 and 4 
were adopted. The promoters do not 
desire to lose control of the streets. 

The Jewish and Italian cemeteries 
near Colma have been wrangling over 
a street, and the Jewish people com¬ 
plained to the Board that the Italians 
were eadeavoring to confiscate the 
street, and add it to their burial 


grounds. It now apears that they 
have agreed to divide the spoils and 
are willing to call off the fight, but 
the Board will take a hand mid com¬ 
pel both corporations to vacate. 

The District Attorney was instruct¬ 
ed to investigate the complaint of M. 
King against C. E. Dugan of Belmont 
that the latter’s barn projected into a 
public street. If the District Attor¬ 
ney finds the complaint well founded 1 
he is authorized to take steps to re¬ 
move the obstruction. 

W. E. Alexander of San Francisco 
presented an applieaticn for a fran¬ 
chise for laying gas mains and erect¬ 
ing poles and wires for conveying gas 
aud electricity for lighting, heating j 
[and power purposes in and about, 
| Halfmoou Bay. 

An advertisement inviting sealed ; 
bids for the franchise was ordered in¬ 
serted in the Coast Advocate and bids I 
will he opened oil Monday, January 
15, 1900. 

Hall Koss, on behalf of A. Borel, 
owner of the tract of land known as ' 
San Mateo Park Subdivision No. 3, 
presented a map and asked the Board 
to accept the streets witli the usual 
j reservation that no expense or liabil- 
j ity accrue to the county. A resolu¬ 
tion so declaring was adopted. 

Maps were also presented from sev¬ 
eral real estate dealers of Halfmoon 
i Bay property, aud the streets were 
; dealt with in the usual manner. 

Supervisors MacBain, Eikerenkotter I 
and Debenedetti were appointed a 
committee to select a list of furniture 
| to be advertised for for use in the 
| new Courthouse.—Leader, San Mateo.

Power to Ocean Waves. 

At the international engineering con¬ 
gress held in St. Louis, some unusual 
figures were given on the subject of 
the height and power of ocean waves, 
particularly as regards their effect 
upon harbor works, says the Scientific 
American. In the course of a paper 
dealing with the new Dover harbor, it 
was stated that since these works 
have been in progress, no wave of a 
greater height than fifteen feet has 
been recorded—a fact which will be 
very surprising to those who have ex¬ 
perienced the miseries of the Dover- 
Calais passage. The fact is the more 
remarkable because at the entrance to 
the Tyne waves from thirty-five to for¬ 
ty feet high have been measured and 
the last-named height Ihib also been 
observed at Peterhead. 

In dwelling upon the necessity for 
what are known as spending beaches 
anil wave traps, for dissipating and 
controlling wave action, it was stated 
that the depth to which (ho la cr 
extends is now known to be much 
greater than once commonly supposed. 
Proof of this is shown by the fact that 
lobster pots placed in from '29 *o ISO 
feet of water have been found to be 
tilled with sand and shingle after a 
heavy gale; moreover, sand had been 
found deposited after a heavy gale in 
the gallery of the Bishop Bock light¬ 
house, the latter being 120 feet above 
the water and the depth of the water 
at that point 150 feet. 

That the water, even at considerable 
depths, must be moving during a gale 
with great momentum is shown by the 
fact that at the Peterhead breakwater 
blocks weighing forty-one tons anil lo¬ 
cated over thirty-six feet below spring 
tide, low water, were displaced during 
a storm, while a section of the break¬ 
water weighing 3,200 tons was moved 
bodily for a few inches without the 
brickwork being dislocated.
